ing the grounds surrounding it into a park, and pre- 
serving it as a museum of historical curiosities. The 
bill has been unsuccessful, and we are now petition- 
ing the local Board of Improvements to give ade- 
quate protection to this valuable landmark.

“Not far from Hamilton Grange is the Jumel 
Mansion, Edgecombe Avenue and 160th Street, Wash- 
ington’s Headquarters during the Autumn of 1776, 
and afterward visited by him and his Cabinet in the 
Summer of 1790. This fine old mansion has been as- 
sociated from the first with Washington. It was 
built in 1758 and given as a wedding present by 
Roger Morris to his wife, who was none other than 
Mary Phillipse, who caught the youthful fancy of 
the future Father of His Country. As the Morrises 
were loyalists, they had fled from their home before 
Washington took possession of it, thus averting a 
meeting of the two former lovers, whose encounter 
under such circumstances might have added a touch 
of rare romance to the stern tragedies of the Revolu- 
tion. Years afterward Aaron Burr married Mme. 
Jumel here, and the mansion has always been a sort 
of rendezvous for the public men of the day. Hence 
its recent acquisition by the city as a result of the

“Near the Jumel Mansion, in the region of 1884 
Street, on Manhattan Island, there are several acres 
of land containing the remains of Revolutionary fore 
tifications, the only remains of the kind on the {sl- 
and. These crown the highest point of land in Man- 
hattan and mark the site of Fort Washington. Here, 
a few years ago, our society erected a monument 
with money given for the purpose by James Gordon 
Bennett, in commemoration of the famous siege that 
had been sustained there, and it is now planned to 
turn the whole property into .a public park, the wide- 
spread interest in the locality having led Mr. Bermett 
to make that disposition of this portion of his es- 
tate as a memorial to his father. 

‘“‘Our most comprehensive plan for a public park, 
however, involves the extreme northern end of Man- 
hattan Island, Inwood Hill, as it is called. Here the 
Hudson Memorial Bridge, for which $1,000,000 has 
already been appropriated, will connect the island 
with the mainland. The property which we hope to 
inclose in this park is about seventy-five acres in 
extent, covered with an almost virgin growth of 
trees, and picturesque in the extreme. It has ene 
he bitation on it, and that one, so far as we know, is” 
the oldest in America—an Indian cave. This aborigt- 
nal dwelling was discovered recently among the hugs 
rocks that some mighty convulsion of nature piled 
together here when Manhattan was in the malkitig, 
Tt was carefully explored and found to contain just 
those objects—now on exhibition in the Natural Hig- 
tory Museum—that were used in a primitive Indian 
household, and was probably the home of some form- 
er chief of the Island of Manhattan at a time when 
the older nations of the earth were barely emerging 
from their barbaric beginnings.

“This cave dweller was evidently not without con- 
siderable gastronomic taste, as became the first ruler 
of Manhattan, since about the entrance to his resi- 
dence are heaps-.of oyster shells, centuries old, tell- 
ing of many a gay banquet prepared by the chefs of 
those days long ages before the advent of their mod- 
ern rivals at the other end of the island. 
no other city in the world is there such a contrast as 
that offered by this old Indian cave—the most prim-

palatial residences comprising in their structure and 
equipment the very highest development of modern 
art and luxury. 

“This entire region of Upper Manhattan, so little 
known to the average New Yorker, teems with arch- 
aeological interest. Not even by, the expert has it 
been exhaustively explored. Evidently it was an im- 
portant centre of Indian culture, a meeting place and 
probably a battleground for the tribes going up and 
down the Hudson, and with every new exploration 
that is made some additiorial token of that dark and 
mysterious past is unearthed. Of course, there are 
burial places there, from the graves of prehistoric 
chieftains to the grave of the sacred white dog whose 
carefully preserved remains I exhumed a short time 
ago near Tenth Avenue and 212th Street, some Iittle 
distance south of the Indian cave. This spot, conse- 
crated by the sacred dog, is a curfous one in the as 
yet unwritten history cf Manhattan. It was first an 
Indian camp ground, afterward a British post, and 
last Summer, when I was there, a band of gypsies 
had pitched their tents upon it. 

“In the same neighborhood, also, while some re- 
cent excavations were being made, something Mke 
fifty human skeletons were unearthed. These skele- 
tons were at first thought to be the remains of Rev- 
olutionary soldiers who had fallen in the fighting 
around Fort Washington. Careful examination, how- 
ever, proves quite conclusively that they are the skel- 
etons of negro slaves, buried here probably two cent- 
uries ago, the human property attached to some 
lordly manor in the Colonial days of Manhattan, and 
forming to-day another stray link in New York’s hfs- 
tory supplied by the innumerable landmarks that are 
still left to us from past ages.”

Filament lamps are all tested in a horizontal post- 
tion in order to determine whether the filament 
Groops. They are also examined once a day throug 
colored glasses to note the formation of weak spots 
in the filament, and once in every four days to de- 
termine their illumination. This illumination test is 
practically automatic. The lamp is taken into &@ 
darkened room and attached to a rotating spindle. 
It-is so placed that its light shines upon a screen, 
o: the other side of which Is a lamp of standard 
candle power. Each lamp projects its ight upon the 
screen, and by moving the standard lamp nearer or 
further away, the resulting shadows are equalized, 
and an indicator on a scale demonstrates the degree 
of illumination. Other tests are from time to time in 
progress to determine the character of the residual 
gases that remain in minute quantities in the lamp 
after it has been exhausted. 

Arc lamps are tested in a room seventy-five feet 
long by means of a number of most ingenious me- 
chanical devices. By a clever arrangement of imir- 
rors the light from all parts of the lamp is thrown 


act lamp photometer is ten feet long. When a lamp 
is being tested the operator touches a button at the 
right moment and a needle point automatically per- 
forates a strip of paper to indicate the exact can- 
dle power. 

A photograph shows a number of Nernst lamps 
burning on a rotating ring, so arranged that any 
individual lamp can be brought over and dropped 
into the dark light-proof box at the back connected 
with the testing apparatus in the adjacent room. 
Some of these Nernst lamps, in which the carbons 
are inclosed-in air-tight globes, have burned for six 
weeks at a time, as compared with the nine or ten 
hours’ duration of the ordinary type of arc lamp.

The heart cf the laboratory is in the upper story.

One department of the hivelike foundry fs devoted 
solely to making what is known as the gyroscope, 
which may be called the directive brain of a torpedo 
in action. The gyroscope used in the turbine i” prac- 
tically a new invention, as compared with the 
isfactory one used in the old Whitehead. It 
structed on the ball-bearing principle, weighs about 
twenty pounds, is rotary, and, placed in the s ern of 
the torpedo, is directly connected with the four- 
blade rudder. Its function, of course, is to steer the 
submarine straight for the enemy, and thereby to 
counteract any deflecting currents that might be met

As the word turbine indicates, the new torpedo is 
propelled by a pair of four-bladed turbine screws, 
each eleven inches in diameter and containing eighty- 
four buckets, the screws belng connected with a small 
turbine engine by two brass propellers. The screws 
of the new torpedo are capable of performing 1,200 
revolutions a minute, or nearly 400 more revolutions 
than the older type. The Whitehead has only a sin- 
gle two-bladed reactionary screw. 

The motive power of the new turbine is com- 
pressed air, the air tank or flask being situated just 
forward of the engine in the belly of the torpedo. 
The dynamite chamber is large enough to accommo- 
date from 250 to 300 pounds of explosive, or enough 
to blow the mightiest battleship to atoms. he ex- 
plosive is stored just forward of the ninety-three-inch 
air flask, the two sections being divided by a steel 
drum three-eighths of an inch in thickness. 

When the explosion took place off Long Island, 
the effect was as though a sudden earthquake 
had rent the. sea for fully.a mile in every direc- 
tion. Vast swells, such as accompany a tidal wave, bil- 
lowed as in a monster cataclysm. Then up from the 
whirling vortex sprang a huge white pillar of water 
with a roar like the explosion of a world.

The graduation exercises of electrical meters area 
picturesque and elaborate. The instruments are ar- 
ranged in rows and called upon to deliver their val- 
edictory speeches.

Currents of different intensity are sent 
through six simultaneously, and the 
hand on the dial of each must indicate the degree of 
the current with mathematic accuracy. 

The most important part of the whole laboratory,

are small cabinets, easily carried by hand, and worth 
hundreds of dollars apiece. From Cambridge, Eng- 
land, comes an automatic recorder which measures 
with absolute exactitude any quantity from a mi- 
crobe to a monolith—from the millionth part of an 
ohm to a million amperes... From Berlin, Germany, 
comes a potentiometer, or power measurer, which 
keeps all the testing instruments in the laboratory 
up to the mark. This fine instrument is so delicate 
that it can only be used under certain conditions of 
temperature and atmospheric pressure. To keep it 
n perfect condition any moisture in the alr of the 
room is frozen out by means of a system of brine 
circulation pipes, and the room {is afterward heated 
to the required degree with electrical heaters,

The laboratory possesses in its.engine room a.re< 
markable piece of mechanism, which, although ex- 
tremely costly, would be entirely useless for any, 
other conditions, It is often necessary, for testing 
purposes, to have different kinds of current—direet, 
alternating, single, or polyphase—and the current 
usually available for power purposes is alternating 
current rated at 6,600 volts. To “step” such a cur- 
rent up or downto different pressures would need 
in the ordinary way a separate motor dynamo’for 
each different degree, but Dr. Clayton H. Sharp has 
devised a pair of alternators from which any kind of 
current can be obtained. The extraordinary feature 
of this ingenious set is that one alternator can be 
arranged to furnish volts, (or electrical pressure.) 
and: the other amperes, (or current,) and subse- 
quently the volts and the amperes can be sent 
through the same electrical circult in any desired 
degree of combination,

one. Certainly a battleship within striking range.of 
60 terrible and stealthy a force would be as an air 
bubble, and an armored cruiser as brittle glass. Steel 
decks and bridges will cease to be Isles of safety, and 
the glimmering sea will a nightmare in 
time of war. The roll and tumble of every wave, 
the flash of swimming porpoises, the nose of the 
vagrant shark, to the distorted imagination of the 
sailor aboard a man-of-war on the eve of battle, may 
well take on the semblance of a remorseless turbine 
destroyer. 

Its efficiency is further increased by a combina- 
tion wire cutter and trigger, which protrudes from 
the nose of the elongated, cigar-shaped body. This 
dual instrument has four blades, each about three 
inches wide and six inches long, which revolve rapid- 
ly as the submarine races through the water. It has 
been demonstrated to the satisfaction of the naval 
officials that these blades can penetrate the stoutest 
net thrown about a battleship. At the same time 
the contact with the net is not sufficiently strong to 
drive back the trigger. 

This, in fact, does not occur until the steel hull of 
the battleship is struck. Then the trigger rebounds 
against a dynamite cap, which, in turn, ignites an 
instantaneous fuse running into the dynamite cham- 
ber. 

Heretofore the comparative torpidity—the

speed—of torpedoes has made submarine tubes on 
warships impracticable, as the ship, manoeuvring at 
full or even three-quarters speed, has run the risk of 
running down the venomous destroyer before the lat- 
ter caught its stride, 

++ + 

Apropos of the comirg of this new and formidable 
fighting factor into the arena of war, it may be em- 
phasized that the submarine destroyer, together with 
the torpedo, has developed so rapidly from the chrys- 
alis state that the most modern types of first-class 
battleships now on the ways have been antiquated 
by science between ordering and completion. Nat- 
urally the first—the ploneer—Whitehead torpedo was 
@ very crude affair, the speed being something less 
than ten knots an hour and the range very limited. 
Credit is due the Austrian Navy for perceiving the 
wonderful potentialities of the device and adopting 
the torpedo in 1868. Robert Whitehead, thus encour- 
aged, devoted himself energetically to its develop- 
ment, and one by one the defects of the self-acting 
vessel were remedied, until it was brought to its pres- 
ent extraordinary efficiency by the newly improved 
gyroscope and turbine engine. 

Coincident with the adoption of the Bliss-Leavitt 
torpedo by the United States Government, action is 
already being taken to consider the installation of 
submarine tubes in the underbodies of the seven new 
battleships now being built and projected for what 
has come to be the Greater American Navy. If this 
is done, it will prove beyond peradventure that the 
hour of the torpedo has at last come—that something 
more formidable than a sixteen-inch gun has become

One cannot say the institute is superfluous, for, even 
on Christmas Lay, one finds provision for both the 
bibulous and the aleatory instincts of our nature 
aparently adequate to any possible demand. “There,” 
explained my most kindly loeal guide, philosopher, 
and friend, “in that saloon,” indicating one of no 
exceptional exterior splendor, “ you will meet every 
millionaire in Utah, if you wait long enough. Some 
of ‘em won’t drink anywhere else.” As to the alea- 
toriness, I was to witness that it was the custom of 
the leading citizens of Salt Lake to tay with con- 
trivances of cards or dice, in competition with the 
dealer, to determine whether, when they wanted two 
cigars, they should pay for four or for none. As for 
** Mining Stocks for Sale”’ in the window of a saloon, 
I had been familiarized with that phenomenon in 
Ogden. The sanctimony of the Latter Day Saints 
looks peculiar,

Through this rapid record I have confined myself 
to impressions and forborne to go into “ questions.” 
But, here in Salt Lake City, the Mormon question is 
of the essence. It is in the air. I asked my afore- 
mentioned local authority whether the line of polit- 
ical cleavage was a line also of social demarkation, 
whether, for instance, a Mormon was “ clubbable ” 
from the Gentile point of view. “ Bless your inno- 
cence!" was his answer, “half the friends I will in- 
troduce you to, walking up the street, will probably 
be Mormons.” Another Gentile said: “ Politically we 
are down on them, and will beat them every time we 
can. They owe a higher allegiance than that to Uncle 
Sam, and we won't have it. 3ut socially they are 
just like anybody else. We dance with the girls and 
drink with the men.” The Gentiles have, in fact, won 
a@ great municipal victory just now here in Salt Lake. 
It is hard for the stranger 
to make out how a people 
SO peculiar should not be 
more peculiar. “Temple 
Square” is the only archi- 
tectural peculiarity of the 
place, for the monument to 
“Brigham Young and the 
Pioneers,” though one 
wishes it were a better 
monument, is by the testi- 
mony of candid Gentiles 
deserved, and the Eagle 
Gate has its ample excuses, 
from the point of view of 
its projectors.

There would be a better 
Pioneers’ Monument now, 
though in sooth this is not 
a bad one, as American 
monuments go. Mr. Dallin, 
the Mormon sculptor, of 
whose work a= spirited 
equestrian sketch stands in 
the pleasant and hospita- 
ble Commercial Club, is of 
high repute with his artis- 
tic brethren; and in the 
same repository I found 
several canvases bya paint- 
er who evidently knew his 
Paris, and whose 
was not more redolent of 
his native soil than that 
of the other usual graduates of that capital. The 
notion of an artistic Mormon is startling to the 
stranger. Yet in fact there is more artistic aptitude 
among the Mormons than among their Gentile neigh-

It is 
ju to record that those Gentiles who do not in- 
habit Utah, and who have only business dealings 
with the Mormon leaders, have nothing but good to 
say of them as men of ideas. as men of affairs, and 
as fair dealers. Do you remember Dickens’s testimony 
about the shipload of English Mormon emigrants he 
went to look at in the London Docks in the early six- 
ties, prepared to curse, and found himself compelled 
to bless altogether? It is worth quoting how, watch- 
ing them under the circumstances of a hasty em- 
barkation in a sailing ship, he would have taken them 
_for ‘‘in their degree, the pick and flower of Eng- 
land ”: 

“To suppose the family groups of whom the 
majority of emigrants were composed polygamically 
possessed, would be to suppose an absurdity manifest 
to any one who saw the fathers and mothers * * * 
I went on board their ship to bear testimony against 
them if they deserved it, as I fully believed they 
would; to my great astonishment they did not deserve

The Italians, some verging on toward old age, 
would bend to the task of learning the foundations 
of the English language with more eagerness than 
fresh, enthusiastic schoolboys. They even begged 
to have the school every night in the week, not ex- 
cepting Saturday and Sunday. The school continued 
five weeks with an average attendance of thirty-five, 
the total enrollment being sixty-two. A great many 
of the Italians were unable to attend regularly on ac- 
count of night work or special jobs that took them 
away from the camp; others, deeply interested, had 
various demands that kept them away. The general 
sentiment of the men, however, was expressed when 
Miss Moore, on her departure, left with them a roll 
of paper on which she wrote: “ All those who wish 
a school may sign their names to this paper.”” Ina 
week after her return to New York she received the 
paper filled out with 128 smudgy, scrawly, but em- 
phatic signatures.

and of which I should not speak ill, for it had much 
information of use to me. But one cannot help feel- 
ing that Mormonism is doomed, in spite of all the 
specious showings it can make for itself. A peculiar 
people can remain peculiar only by detachment and 
isolation, and must merge now that it has been 
fairly caught up with. It is a lack of faith in 
“Uncle Sam” to seek to accelerate the inevitable 
catastrophe. A Nation which boasts of being able to

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Nowadays the crown of the trunk—that is, the 
heart of the leaves—is eaten like that of the Ameri- 
can cabbage palm, and often preserved in vinegar; 
but it is less delicate and-slightly bitter. The trunk 
itself, after being split and cleared of its soft and 
fibrous internal parts, serves to make water troughs 
as well as palisades for surrounding houses and gar- 
dens.

There 
was no distilling apparatus fitted on ves- 
sels in those days to make the drinking 
and potable water, hence impure water 
taken from casks and tanks was all the 
drink to be had at sea, except that grog 
used to be served out three times a day, 
and this improved the taste of the water, 
even if it did not lessen its power or in- 
finence. 

The butter tasted of the oak keg in 
which it was packed, and rusty “ salt 
herse,’” tough and indigestible, rancid 
pork, and animated “ hard tack,” in which 
weevils disputed with other bugs for the 
right of possession, were principal items 
in the daily bill of fare. 

The uniforms of the “‘ middies” were 
made by contract, and as they were not 
adapted to all figures, short youngsters, 
owing to the inflexibility of their legs, 
found it requisite to take a reef in the 
trousers legs; the flat-chested ones re- 
sorted to the dishonesty of padding, while 
those of rotundity of form subjected the 
buttons on their clothing to a dangerous 
strain. There were often those whose 
clothing could not be readily adjusted to 
their irregular forms, and these remained 
on board ship to nourish their regrets and 
disappointments, because they could not 
dance and flirt with the pretty and viva- 
cious girls ashore.
